The latest bulletin of the Depart¬ 
ment of Labor gives the result of an 
investigation into the cost of living 
and shows that the cost of living in 
1903 was the highest in the thirteen 
years ending with Jan. 1, 1904. The 
increases in the necessaries of life 
run all the way from 33 per cent to 
100 per cent. Even oil. good sancti¬ 
monious John Rockefeller oil was 
100 per cent higher in 1903 Than it 
was in 1893, and of course, coal took 
a nice big leap—and has forgotten 
to .^all down again—blessed be tlie 
capi.alUt system! All these figures 
arc very cheering to the working¬ 
man, who is anchored to the bottom 
of the stream of life by the rope 
called wages—a rope that was found 
to be shorter the last census year, 
1900, than it was in 1890. the 
census year preceding. The stream 
of life is rising with the cost of liv¬ 
ing, and that rope is getHing shorter. 
Tlie workcr’.s nose is just above the 
surface—some even have disappear¬ 
ed beneath the surface never to rise 
again. It i.s this way capitalism 
treats the working cattle upon 
whose agonizing toil it depends for 
all the luxury and the pomp and 
splendor it has in life.

On July 2, 1894, Judges Woods and Grosscup, at Chicago, issued 
a sweeping "omnibus” injunction. Mr. Debs and as.=ociatea were ar¬ 
rested for contempt of court, on alleged violation of the injunction. 
They were tried in September, but Judge'Wood.s did not render a ver¬ 
dict until December, when he condemned ?Hr. Debs to six months* im¬ 
prisonment. and his a.ssociates to three, TTie case was carried to the Su¬ 
preme Court, which sustained the lower coirrt, and in May, 189.5, the 
imprisonment in Woodstock Jail hegan. The term expired on Kovem- 
l»er 22. and on the evening of that day the prisoner wa.s tendered 
a reception in Cliicago, the like of which that city had never seen. 

Deb-s and associates were also indicted and placed on trial for con- 
.•ipiraev, and the trial continued until the evidence of the prosecution 
)iad ail been heard, but suddenly when the defense began to testify, a 
juror was taken ill during a temporary adjournment and the trial ab- 
niptlv terminated in spite of all efforts of the defendanU to have it 
continued. They were anximi.s to bring the General Managers* Aa.«oria- 
tion into court and show who were the real law breakers and de.stroy- 
ers of property. .\n acquittal by a jury upon suhstanfially the same 
charge a.s that upon which they were imprisoned for contempt would 
have hern fatal to .fudge Woods. 

On .Taniiarv 1. 1897. Debs is.sued a circular to the members of the 
R. r.. entitled ‘‘Present Conditions and Future l>uties,‘’ in which 
he re\iewrd the pnlitiral. industrial and economic conditions, and came 
out hnidly for Socialism. .Among other things he said : "The iasue is, 
Socialism vs. Capitalism. I am for iSociaIi.«m hecaii.^e 1 am for hu¬ 
manity. The time has come to regenerate society—we are on the eve 
of a univ'rsal change.*' 

When the A. T?. U. met in national convention in Chicago, in June, 
1897. that hodv was merged into the Social-Democracy of America, 
with Debs as chairman of the National Executive Board. The following 
year fl898) the Social-lVmocratic party was started as the result of a 
.split in the Sorial-Democracv. In 1900 Debs was nominated for Presi¬ 
dent a.< candidate of the Social-Democratic party, now known nation¬ 
ally a.s the Socialist party. 

During the past seven years Debs has devoted all his time to lectur¬ 
ing and writing for Socialism, and has also taken part in some notable 
strike.* in the industrial and mining centers of the Ea.«t and We.st. He 
ha* visited everv st.nte during his travels and carried the Socialist 
nie.«5ag.* into more places than probably any other man in America. 


The oldest delegate to the na¬ 
tional Socialist convention was 70 
years of age. The youngest was 20. 
The average age was between 39 a' . 
40. Of the 183 delegates, 120 were 
natives of the Uniten States. Ger¬ 
many led the foreign countries to 
place of birth, having 19. T! ere 
were 78 delegates who were memoera 
of trade unions.

Debs (3(ve8 bis IDiews of the Coming Campaign 


Eugene V. Debs, candidate of the Socialista fo, pteaident of the United States, has been interviewed 
by the 'Terre Haute (Ind.) Sunday Tribune. He'&id^ 

“No definite plans for the campaign have as yet been formulated and llie natinn.vl executive committee 
will not begin actual work until about the first Of .Inly. Then will follow the first real national eanipaign 
the Socialists have ever conducted. In the convention last week in Cliieiigo every ■uale was repre.senifvl 
and every state now has an active party organization. 

“Since the national election four years .ago there has been an uneeuMng propaganda of education in 
every part of the country and the party ha.s now a.s.-iiined national proportion-, and will he recognized as 
the campaign proceeds, as a factor in the politics of the country. 

“As to the plans and methods to he adopted, much will dc|w nd on the miieonie of the Democratie 
convention at St. IjOuls. It is conoefled, of course, tliat Ronsevelt will lie the Hepnidiean iioniinee. .Assum¬ 
ing that Parker will be nominated hy the Deniocrat.s. I take it that there will he a diviiled -lefci'tion on 
the part of the radical element of that party. The leiiHers of the Ileiiiocnitje party are now attempting to 
harmonize the party organization, which, to me, appe.ara to be an iiiipi—ilde t.i.-k. 

“In the last two campaigns the railieal elenient secured control ,ind lost. It now .seems to he clear 
that the conservative section will secure the upper iiaiid and to elTeet is far as [)os^i!de a reeoncilialion of 
the conflicting factions, a compromise candidate, or at least, one who has not Iw'igi prominently identified 
with either section, will likely lie chosen in the person of .Mr, Parker nr Mr. Mel'lellan. .Allowing that 
this will be the outcome of the St. I/iuis eoriveiitioii. it seenis quite prolialile iliai llins,' who are deiiintid- 
ing the nomination of Mr. llearst will refuse to support the non.iiiee. and that ni.inv of them will drift 
into the Socialist movement. Then, in that oa.<e, llie vole of tlie Socialist p.irty will la* augmented in a 
degree that will prove a surprise to the country. 

“The St. Louis fllobe-Democrat, in an editorial a few days ago. made siihsianiially this foreeiisi and 
iasued notice to the politicians of both the old parties to keep their eyes on the .Soeiali.sls. 

“.Another factor of decided importance in the approaching campaign will lie the decline in industrial 
activity. The state of industry is always a contiolling influence in national polities. Four y uirs ago in- 
diistrv was at high tide and the Socialist vote was eoni|iaratively siiuill. 'Phis year the tide is running out. 
notwithstanding the efforts that are put forth to hold it in abeyaiue. and the parly slogan. “IiOt -well 
enough alone,” will not have the effect it had four years ago, wlien labor geiier.illy was cmployeil and 
workingmen were mcasurahly satisfied wdh their conditions. 

“Many of the large industrial enterprises, inoliiding the steel mills, the barometers of trade, are al¬ 
ready compelled to curtail their working forces and reiltice wages, the iiiiniodiate elTivt of ivhieli will he 
to create discontent among tlic workers and this will find expression in ii largely increased vote for the 
Socialist party. Taking advantage of this, they will place tlimisands of s|M'akrs in the field. 

“It is always venturesome to guess in the game of politio.s. hut I would not he at all surpri.seil to see 
th.e votc.of the Socialists run into seven figures. My luTsonal plans are not yet arranged. I expect, 
however, to speak in all the important cities, closing the campaign in Terre Haute. 

“The candidate for the viee-pre.sidency on our ticket is Mr. Ben Hanford, a printer in the employ of 
tlie New York Journal, anti a man well known all over the country for his eloquence anti effectiveness on 
the rostrum. He will make a thorough canvass." 


Ben. Hanford of Yew York, candidate for vice president on the 
.‘socialist party ticket, has long been known as one of the hardest work¬ 
ers in the Socialist movement. 

He eonihines to an exceptional degree, the qualities of agitator, 
speake" and writer, and he is therefore a worthy companion to the 
presichniial randidate, Eugene V. Hehs. 

Hanford has been a fsoeialisf over ten years and a trades unionist 
for twice that period. He was horn in f'leveland, Ohio, tfi years .igo, 
but began life as a wage worker in a country priming office in Iowa. 
He sliorllv afterwards went fo Chic.ago where he joined the Inter¬ 
national Typographical Union, of which he has been a memher ever 
since. He has worked in printing offices in every city east of Mis.soiiri. 

Hanford heeaiiie a Socialist in Philadelphia, and upon removing 
to Yew A'ork in ISi)-.? not only continued his activity as a trades union¬ 
ist. hut threw himself into the Sneialisf movement with all the intensi¬ 
ty and earnestness which has alway.s eharactcrizeii him. 

.Although he has never held an office in his union, and has never 
been a candidate for one, he lias answered to the call of duty for the 
political working class movement several times. In ISilR he was the 
caniliihite of the Socialist Labor Party for governor of Yew York, but 
leaving that party the following year becau.se of disagreement with it* 
policy, he joined the Social-Demoeratie party (which is the official 
name of the party in Yew York state) and in 1000 and 1002 wa.s ita 
eaniliilate for governor. In the latter year Hanford increa.scd the So¬ 
cialist vote from 12,069 to 23,100, giving the party third place on the 
ballot. , 

Hanford’s writings have become deservedly popular, his “Railroad¬ 
ing in the United States” winning distinction for its merit and origi¬ 
nality. Ills “.limmy Higgins” has appealed to all Socialists as a de¬ 
scription of a type peculiar to the Socialist movement everywhere. 

•As a speaker it ’.a.s been said of him, “Two quclitic* go to make 
Hanford a convincing and inspiring speaker—a burning eameatnesa, aa 
evident in his daily private life a.s in his appearance on the plaiform. 
and an ability to olotlie his thoughts and f'clings in the simplest and 
most direct lanpiage, .so that no hearer can fail to understand. 

“More than this, he is a working man. a class conscious working¬ 
man. in every fiber of his being—living the life of the working class, 
thinking its thoughts and instinct with ita feelings, full of its grow¬ 
ing hope and self reliance, hating class rule with all his soul and de- 
qiising the sham anti mesr.nea* and cruelty which nr. nccea.sary to what 
is conveptlonally called ‘success.’

It is but the interpre¬ 
tation of what ia sooner or Inter, ineritahle. Cepitaliim is already itmggling to its deatructioo. It ia no longer com- 
SoalallMtn P^ttnt to organiie or administer the work of the world, or eren to preserre itself. The captains of In- 
I I. u| duatry are appaUed at their own inability to control or direct the rapidly Bodalixiog forcaa of industry. 

^ --rranin. ao-called trust la but a sign and form of the dereloplng socialixlation of tho world's wort The 
nnireraal IncreoM- of the uncertainty of employmant, the nniveraal capitalist determination to hroak down the unity, of 
labor in tbe trades uniona the 'wldeipreid- apprehenalDna of impeoding change, rereal that the initltutions of capltaiiat 
society are passing under the power of inhering forcaa that will soon destroy them. 

Into tho midst of the itrain and crlaia of ctrillxation, the Socialist movement cornea aa the ouly saving or conaor- 
vativa force. If the world la to he saved from ebaoa, from univeroai disorder and misery, it must be by tbe union of 
tho workers of an nations in tho Sociallat movament. The Socialist party cornea with tbe only proposition or program 
for iotelligontly and deliharataly organliing the nation for the common good of all its citixena. It la the first time that 
the mind of man haa ever been directed toward tbe conacioua organlxation of society. 

Sodaliem meani that all those things upon which tha people in common depend shall by tha people m common ho 
owned and adminiitered. It mec-s that the tools of employmont ihall belong to their creators and uaari; that all pro¬ 
duction uhall he for the direct nao of the prodocers; that tt* making of goods for profit shall come to an end; that wt 
•hall all be workers together; and that ail opportunities shaU ha open and equal to all men. 

To tho end that tt* workari may aelie every possible advantage that may itrengthan them to gain complit* con¬ 
trol of the powers of government, and thereby the sooner establish the co-operative commonwealth, the Socialist party 
pledgei It self to watch and work in both tbe economic and tha political struggle for each succeiaive , 
immediate interoat of tho working data; for ahortonad days of labor and mcreaaea of wages; for the '‘w™*"'.'* 
insurance of tho workers against aeddent, slcknoaa and lack of employment; for peniiona for aged aod 0*iBaodt. 
•xhansted workers: for tha pobllc ownership of tho moans of transportation, communication and exchange; for the 
graduated taxation of Incomos, inheritancoa, franchiaM and land valnea, the proceeds to he applied to tha public em¬ 
ployment and improvement of tho conditions of tho workers; for the complete edocatlon of children, and their freedom 
from tho workshop; for the eqnal anfirage of man and woman; for tha prevention of the use of the military against 
labor is the Mttlement of strOcM; for the freo admlnlatratlon of jnatice; for popular government, including initiative 
referendum, proportional repmenUtion, equal aufirago and mnsidpal home rule, and the recall of officers by thair con- 
stitnenta; and for every gain or advanUga for the wotkora that may bo wrested from the capitaliit oyatem, and that 
may relieve the aufiaring and strengthen the hands of labor. Wo lay upon every man electedto any executive or legla- 
lalivo office the firat duty of atrivlng to procura whatever la for tto workers' moat immediate intereit, and for whatever 
will IcsMO the economic and political powers of the capttalict, and incresM tha like powers of the worker. 

But, in eo doing, wo ar* nilng theae rtmidial maaauTM as maana to tho ooa greet end of the co-operative common¬ 
wealth. Such maaanret of rolief aa wo may bo ahio to force from capltallcm ara hnt a preparation of tho workers to 
seixa tha whole powara of govammont. In order that they may thorahy lay hold of the whole ayatem of industry and 
thus coma into thair rightful inheritanca. 

To this end we pledge ourMhrta, aa the party of tto working class, to use all political power, as fast as it shall he 
entmated to ua by out feilow-workers, both for thair immadiato intemta and for their nltimate and complete emancipa-

[ffH-^VT THE WAGE-WORKER H.AS; WHAT HE MIGHT 
ILVVE. 

Of all God's creatnres. the trago-wtirkcr, under capitalism, 
da dciserring of tlic most pity. By all the rules of right and 
jnatice, he cjwrni.i share with the farmer in the poii;eaaion of all 
tho material wealth in the countr.', becauae it is Hi S lalmr that 
baa produced all of thia weallh that ihu fa,-mCT has not produced. 

It is the labor of tiie WAGE/-EAKNEB that bringa to the 
sruface of the earth the coal thail, Imepa millions warm, gener¬ 
ates the steam that sends trains whizzing across continents, and 
■upplies tho motive power for practically all of the manufactur¬ 
ing fiftahlishments in the country. 

It ia thp labor of the W.\GE-EARNER that wrests from 
jthc earth the iron and the copper that are smelted with tho 
aoal preparatory to their use in a variety of forms. 

It is tae Ubor of the WAGE-E.ARNER that fashions the 
Iron, the steel, tlio topper and all the othervminerala of com- 
merco into merchantable shapes and diatribuics them over the 
(continent. 

It is the labor of the WAGE-EARNER that builds the 
great ciUes, from the lowest sub-cellar of-the sky-scraper to tho 
last stone on the roof; and it ia the laltor of the WAGE 
'EARNER, joined with that of tho farmer, that produces the 
food and the.clothing without our 80,000,000 of human beings 
would be hungry and cold. 

Yet what Has tho wage-earner rcccircd for dll this mighty 
output of productirc eflorti' 

Does he own the coal that he and he alone brought to the 
eurfacc? 

A thousand times no! It belongs to Mr. Baer and tho other 
•“Christian gentlemen, to whom God, in His infinite wisdom, in¬ 
trusted the property interest's of the country”—according to 
Mr. Baer, not to the Bible. 

Not owning tho coal, can he buy it more cheaply than the 
icapitalUt idler who took no part in ita production? 

He cannot. The price of coal is the same to all. 

Does the wagc-campr own the iron, the steel, the copper 
and the other metals that he has wrenched from the mines with 
his brawn, teased into usable forms with his brain and delivered 
to those who wish to buy iron products? 

Ask Mr. Rockefeller, a man who never mined an ounce of 
metal in his life, yet owns more metal than any other man in 
the world. 

Docs the ivagc-carner own the great cities that were raised, 
paved and perpetuated by his labor? 

Go back to your census reports and read them again. 
Scarcely 50 in 100 even own the very roofs over their heads and 
if a wagc-cariicr were to be asked if he owned any of the great 
atructures of brick, steel and granite that his labor ha.s pushed 
up toward the sky, he would think his inquisitor Was cither a 
fool, a lunatic or a cruel jester. 

The wage-earner, who, with the fa.-mer. creates .ALL 
wealth, is desperately poor; struggling hard for o bare exist¬ 
ence; seldom more than .30 days away from hunger as he learns 
whenever his wages stop for a few days. 

.And, unlike the farmer, he cannot know that he will have 
work even for another day, or shelter for another month. 

The farmer, burdened with debt, ipay see his land slowly 
slipping into the hands of the landlord, and though the spectacle 
of. the fruits of a life-time’s toil gliding into the pockets of 
others may be heart-breaking, he at least may know that he can 
work tomorrow—^that his day of reckoning is months or years 
away and that however little he and his family may have, that 
they will at least have food and shelter with enough clothing to 
keep them warm. .And while this prolonged agony ia often¬ 
times inten.so, it seldom if ever takes the acute, brain-baffling 
form that the wage-earner’s troubles assume when his foreman 
comes to him and says: 

"Draw t/ouY wage* tonight’. IVc shall not nted you any 
more, you are on agitator—a disturber. You don't know when 
you are well ‘off.” 

Or, 


"There will not be any work for you after Salruday night: 
The shop is feing lo Aui down." 

EftW one of tbean announcemenU—a^ both are common 
—•putt Mr. Vage-Eamer right up aMinst' Uie immediate pro- 
apcct of wan^not to the prospect of want next month or next 
year, bift of want within a very few days. 

His last week’s wages may have been spent an paying a 
doctor's bill for a sick baby and his rent may, be duo tho next 
day, but for him there is no relief, so far as his present source 
of income is concerned. 

The word has gone forth tliat he shall no longer he given 
an opportunity to produce with his labor, in Giat particular 
place, those things that arc essential to the veiy lives of his wife' 
and children. 

The law, as well as his own inclinations, say that he ilL'ST 
provide for his family, which he is eager to do if given only an 
opportunity. ^ 

-Scattered all over tho continent are the millions of his 
fellow-creatures whose wants create a demand for the things he 
ia able and willing to produce with his labor, yet the man or 
men who possess the tools with which lie must labor if ho labor 
at all—the tools that must he usctl by labor if the wants of those 
who desire their products arc to be supplied—have cither arbi¬ 
trarily denietl him the right to use tho.se tools or told him that 
he and his family must suffer for food, clothing and shelter 
because “over-production” has brought about an industrial de- 
pre.ssion. 

In other words, if the last redson be assigned,-this wage- 
earner must he denied tlic opportunity to create food, elotliing 
and. shelter for himself and his family beeansc he and others of 
his class have made TOO MUCH food, TOO MUCH clothing 
and TOO MUCH shelter! 

.-And the wage-earner, if he he a thoughful man—which he 
usually is not—then makes the discovery that while lalmr is 
necessary to honest living that labor is NOT a right to be de¬ 
manded as freely as one would demand air, but a I’RIVILKGE 
to be bogged from men who do NOT labor, but who nevertheless 
own all of the machinery with which other men mu.st labor 
or starve. 

•*Thc DIGNITA' of labor” did some political orator .say ? 
Since wlien has “dignity” become,a word that may l>e appropri¬ 
ately used to dc.scribo so base a po.sition? The dictionaries ile- 
line “dign'it)” as meaning "elovati'nn of rank;” ''quality suited 
to inspire respect or roverenci'.’’ Is there an.vtliing ve-y 
“elevated” about the rank of a wage-earner who must go to some 
capitalist and beg for the poor privilege of putting forth his 
physical and mental efforts for I'ne-fifth of his product in order 
that he and his family may not suffer for the necessities of life? 

Is there aiivtliing vorv “elevated” about the rank of a wage- 
earner who, carc-hurdeiied and heart-sore, must go out of his 
place of employment like a whipped eiir when access to the tools 
with which lie works has beer, denied him by the man u no own.* 
but does not u.se them? 

Is there any “quality suited to inspire respect or reverence" 
in the wage-earner who BKtiS for wlrat is as plainlv liis right 
aa tlic right to breathe—the right to apply his lalmr to the 
earth and its products to proilm-e the mv-essiiies of lifi*—who 
suffers with his family when his capitalist “employer" denies 
him the right to labor and who then votes either one of the two 
tickets that the capitalists vote o ]>erpetunte the very indignitie< 
thpt they have heaiied upon him? 

Is there any ItlGXITA' about any or all of ihe.-e things? 

Is there anvthing :ibnut anv or all of them to in.-pirc 
RESPEf'T or liKVEHEXCE? 

If there i.s, “dignity” does not mean what the dictionaries 
say it does. There is no dignity in wage-slavery. The ilignitici! 
man stands on his sights when he eau ami if he cannot, he 
always makes a vigorous attempt to do so. .And the man who 
“inspires respect or revcrenci'" is not the man who oliscqiiionsly 
thanks those who kick him and fnrtherinoro offers to fnrni.sh the 
Imole with which the kicking is done. “Pity”—not “dignity"— 
is the word to use in ooiuieelion with wage-slaverv. 

What compensating fealute is there ahoiit a .system of in¬ 
dustry that holds so much of uncertainty and nnhappinrsw for 
the wage-earner? Wltv, the possibility that the wage-earner may 
liccome a “captain of industrv"—a millionaire—and live iir 
luxury from the labor of others as orhers are now living in 
luxury from his labor. This brilliant b.nihle is alwavs dangied 


before the eye* of labor by the capitalist class. Wfienever capi¬ 
talists feel called upon 'to defend the system of industry under 
which they have proapered so greatly, they seldom fail to inen- 
tion the “glorious” possibilities tjtat tie held out by it to .tbe 
humblest laborer. Air. Boekcfeller goes to hia ton’s 'Bible class 
and regales its memheTS with the story of. his early struggles— 
hia industry nnd his thrift—and der-lares in his most solemn 
tones that this is an age and a country ot great poesibilities; 
that the poorest boy, if he be industrious and saving, may well 
hope to bicome a “captain W industry.” 

Unquestionably every wage-earner has the right to become 
a millionaire. But this right, like some other rights of the 
wage-earner, is of value onl.v to the extent that he can find 
opportunity to exercise it. .And fortunately the e.xact value of 
this right, when there is so little opportunity to exercise it, is 
susceptible of mathematical demonstraiion. 

There are, in the United States, approximately lfi,000,000 
adult male person.s. 

Of this number, approximately 8,000 are millionaires, or 
multi-milliunairc.s. 

Which makes it quite plain that the average wage-oamcr 
has about one chance in 5,IKK) to become a millionaire. , 

Even in cities where gambling hoiiiies are permitted to run 
wide-open, the |H)liee ''puli’ a house long before the game gets 
ep hard that a pla.vcr stands only one ehaneo in 5,000 to win. 
And they "pull" it on the ground that it is no longer a gambling 
house, but a robbers' roost! 

The ls)ui-iana Lottery Co. ii.«ed to offer greater prizes in 
proportion to the inve.stment than capitali.-m holds out to the 
wage-earner, hut the government long ago denied it the use of 
the mails and drove it out of the country. 

.Socialism lakes the ground that capitalism is. aa disreput¬ 
able iu principle and more disastrous in practh’e than any lot¬ 
tery company that ever p.xi.sled and in proof of its a.sscrtions, 
ut points to the .$90.()0('.(M'0.0(H1 of wealth that labor has pro¬ 
duced in tills country and the 68.5 per cent of those who have 
produced it who do not even own their liomcs. Socialism would 
destroy this system of industry as mterlv as tlie United .SLitcs 
government destroyed the Louisiana lyotieiy t.'o. and give those 
who are now wage-earners, these rights: 

1—The riglit to labor to sustain life without asking any 
man or men for the privilege. 

5—The riglit lo use the land and maeliinerv wiiliout which 
w'callli cannot lie produced without giving any part of one’s 
product for llic privilege uf using either. 

3—'J'he riglit to live without fear of periodical “industrial 
dcpro.s.-ion-,’’ since panics, so-called, are caused liy UNDER- 
consnmplion instead of OVER-produelion. 

•1—The rigiii to exchange tlie jiroduet of .inv given number 
of hours of labor for the product of anybody else lor the same 
time. 

TIiCsc are some of the things that tlin.si- «lio are now wago- 
earners wouhl be ih*riniited to do under Six-iulism: 

To K-livt any unused land as the sites of their homes and to 
use sueli sites for a life-time, if desired, w ithout the payment of 
a dollar to anyliody as a |inrcliasc price. 

To obtain the materials with whieh a house might he built 
by giving the products of as many hours of riieir own laiior as 
there were hours of labor expended bv others in the production 
of the material.-. NO I’ROKITS Kill! ANYBODY. ■ 

To ohlaiii, on ilie same terms, their fond, clothing, fur¬ 
niture,'and all other things de.sired for which their labor might 
be suflieient to pay. 

The right to hihor would never fail so long as there was an 
ineli of uiiusei.1 hind or an nn.sali.stled de?sire on the part of anv- 
hudy for ilie products of another; and tlial time lias never come 
and neu-r w ill eome. Desire grmv.s upon its food and the more 
civilized human iieings become, the more they want. Jlen arc 
now denied the iqqiurtunit.v to lalmr during industrial depres¬ 
sions, simply lictiause the wage-earners have received so little in 
wages for their products that they are unable to buy Hiem back, 
anil the cajiitiitists therefore cannot make profits hv permitting 
labor to continue to exert il.self. As stated a moment ago, it is 
nudcr-con.-iiiiiptiun and not ovcr-prodiiction that causes all in- 
diistry to lag at regular intervals. Sociali.sm would insure the 
wealth-producers against undcr-i'nn.sumption and enforced idle- 
ne.-s by giving them ALL of their products, instead of a wage 
that rcprc.seut.s only one-fifth of their value. Give labor the

WHAT THE SOCIALIST OfTICIALS IN 
MILWAUKEE ARE DOING. . 

The Socialist aldermen made 
their presence felt at the meeting of 
the Milwaukee city council last 
Wednesday in a way that kept them 
in evidence all through the meeting. 
When they first entered tho bo<iy the 
two capitalist party aldermen joined 
hands in a war of offense and de¬ 
fense against the rcpre.scntativcs of 
the working class who had dared to 
oome into “their” field. They 
showed almost in so many words 
that they considered the city gov¬ 
ernment their especial preserve and 
that the .Socialist- were mere poach¬ 
ers. They are waking up to the fact 
that the latter must he reckoned 
with. We take the following from 
an account of the meeting in one of 
the city papers, with some emenda¬ 
tions of our own and a correction of 
several inaccuracies: 

The Social-Democrats scored a 
point in their fight for night ses¬ 
sion.- of the council, by having the 
report opposing a change in the 
mlea put over for two weeks. [Un¬ 
der tho rules one fifth oi the alder¬ 
men can lay over a committee re¬ 
port. One of the capitalist aider- 
men was absent, so that the nine So¬ 
cialist aldermen were able to cast 
the necessary one-fifth vote.] 

The majority of the committee on 
mies reported against the plan for 
night sessions and Aid. Wild sub¬ 
mitted a minority report, in which 
a change in the rules so that the 
sessions could be held in the even¬ 
ing was recommended. Mr. Heath 
also* submitted a communication 
from the Federated Trades Council 
aakmg for the change. 


“AVc believe this matter should lie 
given serious consideration,” said 
Aid. Seidel. “We do not ask for 
night .sessions becaiLse we cannot get 
away from our work. We believs 
they should be hold,- because it 
would give the citizens an oppor¬ 
tunity to see what is done liere and 
to bo present at our sessions.” 

Botli Aid. Jlelms .md Welch sup¬ 
ported the change, and on a motion 
today over, the Snci.ilists secured 
several votes, which caused the 
matter to lie postponed and it was 
thus saved from defeat. .\1<I. Smitli 
(non-Soeiali.st) said that the coun¬ 
cil years ago had held night ses- 
sion>, but that now it would be dif¬ 
ficult to get the attendance of the 
city attorney, comptroller and other 
oflieials if the change were made. 

Tile eommittee on finanee made 
a report upon the appnrljonment of 
the. $100,1)00 ward fund, which 
caused siieli a heated discussion 
when it was made several days ago. 
-Aid. Heath, submitteil a minority 
report, favoring a. different basis of 
apportionment and comparing the 
distribution of ward funds with 
those of previous years. 

[The Socialists had also prepared 
tvTiewrittcn statements showing up 
the crookedness of the work of tlie 
finance eommittee, whicli h.ad favor¬ 
ed the rapitalist wards. Tljese were 
placed on the desks of the aider- 
men.] 

The motion to substitute the min¬ 
ority rejort for the majority report, 
however, was lost by a vote of to 
11, and the majority report was put 
over for two weeks by a ono-fifth 
vote called for by the .Socialists— 
another point scored by them. 

Aid. Welch introduced an ordi¬ 
nance providing; for placing the 
union label upon alt city printing. 

.After a lengthy discu.-sion it yas 
decided that Printer Frank Keogh 
[who is already under a grand jury 
indictment for swindling the coun¬ 
ty] will only receive $60 for print¬ 
ing .600 copies of the report of the 
charier revision committee. Hia 
original bill was $275, which was 


later cut down to $l7>"i. The minor¬ 
ity of tile cnmraitti'p, however. Inst 
night, in a report, leoommended 
that $60 bo allowed. AM. Heath, 
who signed the minority report, e.v- 
plained tliut lie had investigateil the 
subject and found that he could get 
the same work done in the largest 
printing cstabli.shmenls in the city 
for $20. He wanted to cut down 
the recommendation of the minority 
re|iort, to $:!0, but this motion wa.s 
last. I However th" city has been 
saved $1.5.’i by his exposure of tac 
overcharge.] 

[ Milwaukee News: .Aid. Frederic 
Heath sprung quite a surprise and 
created ifinsidcrahle of a si-n.satiou 
at the meeting of the finance com¬ 
mittee of the council yesterday af¬ 
ternoon. While that body was vot¬ 
ing away the city's money hv thou¬ 
sands. as is its wont, and albeit its 
iliity. Aid. Heath, a member of the 
leommiucc, made this statement: 

"The committee is making ex¬ 
tensive appropriation.* this nfter- 
,noon and before wc go any further 
II desire to suggest that talk is rife 
about tlie city to the effect that an 
effort will be made to so deplete the 
treasury that there will bo no 
funds with which to make a start 
upon the municipal lighting plant. 
.... There are some eonditiont 
niiieh indicate that an attempt to 
Turther delay this municipal owucr- 
sliip will be made in the manner in¬ 
dicated. 

“As you gentlemen know. Aid. 
Fiebrantz has presented a resolution 
providing for a reduction of the 
public water rates so tliat tliere will 
be no surplus by the water depart¬ 
ment. 

“Air. Fiebrantz is a stockholder 
of the electric company, and it ap¬ 
pears to me that under all of the 
circumstances hi.s action in thi.s re¬ 
gard is rather queer.” 

By the electric company .Aid. 
Heath meant the Milwaukee Elec¬ 
tric Railway A Light eompanv 
which has the present very profitable 
contract for lighting the streets of 
this citv.

Now we wonder if the doctors realize where 4his new path that 
they are treading naturally leads! Probably not. Kevertheless, if they 
honestly follow it they will land, enre os fate, in the Socialist philo¬ 
sophy. Nothing under the heavens can prevent it. 

An exposition of the kind referred to is to be attempted in the city 
of Milwaukee. It is proposed to show to the public the dangerous 
'things in daily life tliat twd to produce diseased lungs, and even to 
exhibit lungs in different stages of the disease—although we ere not 
clear that this will have any other effect than to scare a lot of people 
to death. It is promised that there will be many things of interest on 
exhibition in connection with the subject, the same as there was at a 
similar exposition held some time ago in Baltimore. 

It seems, however, that in connection with the exposition, ihc 
eecretarv of the Wisconsin state medical society will ask Prof. Ely of the 
iWiscoDsin university to send a student of economics to Milwaukee to 
study the conditions that tend to produce tuberculosis and to gather 
facts and- Agures as to its ravages. It is this feature of the affair that 
we welcome most, for it is the path that the doctors have set out upon 
without realizing where It will lead to. 

What produces diseased lungs? Bad air, bad food, habitual over- 
fanny of the human system, unsanitary living and sleeping rooms, long 
'hours of troric in dusty and noxious tcorkshops, lack of contact icith ths 
sunlight, the use of drugs, narcotics and stimulants, child labor, and 
«o on. 

W'hat causes people to live amidst bad air when the earth is so 
plentifully surrounded with good air? The capitalist system. It obliges 
a large fraction of the people to live in poverty-cursed habitations, with 
bedroom., that never receive a bath of sunlight, and with rooms ill- 
ventilated and smoke poisoned in winter because fresh air at that time 
of the year is cold and the price of warmth is wickedly high. 

What causes a majority of the race to subsist on bad food? The 
capitalist system. Wages hover close to the subsistence point. Shelf- 
wom canned goods is good enough for the working people! The 
cheapest grade of everything ie purchased^ and this means that a large 
share of it is made up of adulteration. It is Agnred that a billion dol¬ 
lars worth of adulterated food is put on the market for the poor class 
every year 1 

And what eanses the habitual overtaxing of the physical powers? 
'Again, tlic capitalist system. Who will ever believe that the human
